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How to read this report 


Introduction 


This report shows how many customers used the combined CTA bus and rail systems for the year. Ridership statistics are given on a system-wide and route/station-level 
basis. 


Ridership is primarily counted as boardings, that is, customers boarding a transit vehicle (bus or rail). On the rail system, there is a distinction between station entries and 
total rides, or boardings. The official totals on the Monthly Summary report show the total number of boardings made to CTA vehicles. 


How are customers counted? 
Rail 
On the rail system, a customer is counted as an entry each time he or she passes through a turnstile to enter a station. In the “Rail Entries” section of the report, 
customers are not counted when they make a free “cross-platform” transfer from one rail line to another, since they don’t pass through a turnstile. 


Some CTA stations serve more than one line. The “Rail Entries” report does not show the number of customers boarding each line at such stations, simply the 
total number of customers who entered the station. For example, even though Howard station is reported as part of the Red Line, customers also enter at Howard 
to ride the Purple and Yellow Lines. The “Rail Boardings by Line” section shows a statistically valid estimate of the actual number of boardings onto each line. 


Bus 

Boardings are recorded using the bus farebox and farecard reader. In the uncommon situation when there is an operating error with the farebox and Planning 
Analytics cannot determine on which route a given trip’s boardings should be allocated, these boardings are tallied as Route 0. These are not included in the 
Ridership by Route section of the report, however they are included in the monthly bus system totals. 


How do | compare this year to last year? What is a “Calendar Adjustment”? 
When comparing one year to another, it is best to use the weekday, Saturday, and Sunday averages rather than the monthly totals. The monthly totals are affected by the 
number of weekdays, Saturdays, and Sundays in the month, which can vary from year to year. For example, May 2005 and 2006 had the following breakdown of days: 


2005 2006 
Weekdays 21 22 
Saturdays 4 4 
Sundays/Holidays 6 5 


As weekdays typically have much higher ridership than Sundays, May 2006 would report higher monthly ridership than May 2005, all else equal. Averaging circumvents this 
problem. 


However, for the purposes of month-to-month and year-over-year comparisons, the report also includes a “Calendar Adjusted” monthly total of bus, rail, and system 
ridership. This is calculated by applying a normalization factor to a given month's total ridership figures to correct any discrepancies in the number of weekdays, Saturdays, 
and Sundays, thereby making one month of data comparable to another. 


Note that New Year’s Day, Memorial Day, Independence Day, Labor Day, Thanksgiving, and Christmas Day are considered as “Sundays” for the purposes of ridership 
reporting. All other holidays are reported as the type of day they fall on. 
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Monthly Notes - March 2014 


The following changes in CTA service over the past year have a potential impact on this month’s ridership figures. 


Systemwide Service Impacts 


Station Closures 

Rail stations can be closed occasionally for construction. The closures can result in what appears to be very dramatic increases or decreases (e.g. > 20%) in 
average daily rail ridership on a year-over-year basis both for the station being closed and potentially for nearby stations as well. When service is suspended or 
rerouted on the rail system, service is maintained by a bus shuttle connecting the closed or bypassed rail stations. Riders on this shuttle are tallied in 
the “Bus Ridership by Route” section as Route #1001 Shuttle/Special Event Route. 


Bus Service Impacts 
Bus Service Reroutes 
#7 and #60 are rerouted around Harrison Street Bridge over the Dan Ryan Expressway from Mar 3 until completion due to reconstruction work. 
#63 rerouted between Wentworth and State due to viaduct demolition work from February 27 until completion. 


Rail Service Impacts 


Temporary Service Suspensions and Reroutes 
Due to ongoing construction activity to maintain and modernize the CTA rail system, some lines experience periodic day, night, & weekend closures or reroutes.

Blue Line/O’Hare-Rosemont Mar 24-30 No rail service between Rosemont and O'Hare. Bus substitution available. 


New Station Opened at Morgan on Green/Pink Line 
On Friday, May 18", 2012, the Morgan station was opened, serving the Green and Pink lines. It is located at Morgan Street and Lake Street between the Clinton 
and Ashland stations. The new station has side platforms and a bridge to accommodate transfers between platforms. 


New Station Opened at Oakton on Yellow Line 


On Monday, April 30", 2012, the Oakton station on the Yellow Line was opened. It is located at Oakton Street and Skokie Boulevard and is the now the second 
stop on the Yellow Line between Howard and Skokie terminal. The new station has an island platform with a canopy accommodating a four-car train. 
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Executive Summary — March 2014 


System Overview 

CTA ridership in March 2014 increased 1.2 percent from the same month a year ago, bolstered by an 8 percent increase in 
rail ridership. Rail ridership year-to-date has climbed 3.5 percent, benefiting from a number of factors including increasing 
ridership on the Red Line South following the $425 million complete reconstruction of the railroad in 2013, the absence of 
construction projects that temporarily trimmed ridership in March 2013 and a long-term ongoing trend of customers continuing 
to choose rail as a preferred form of transit. 


Bus 

Bus ridership declined 3.9 percent compared with March 2013. Ridership loss was 3.4 percent on weekdays and 6.2 percent 
on weekends. March 2013’s bus ridership was affected by the timing of Chicago Public Schools’ late March spring break, as 
opposed to 2014, when Chicago Public Schools spring break fell in April 2014 and affected April bus ridership. 


Rail 

Rail ridership increased 8.2 percent for the month of March compared to March last year, with ridership increasing on all eight 
rail lines.. Ridership grew 7.6 percent on weekdays and 11.4 percent on weekends. Entries at Red Line South stations 
climbed 6.7 percent from a year ago, the largest monthly increase in ridership since the Red Line South underwent a $425 
million reconstruction in 2013 that provided riders with a faster, smoother railroad and refurbished rail stations on the city’s 
South Side. Brown and Purple Line ridership posted strong ridership increases from last year, when ridership was affected by 
a nine-day closure of the Wells Street Bridge and bus shuttle service was substituted for train service during that period. 
Ridership on Green, Pink and Orange Lines also showed particularly significant growth from 2013, when weekend Loop track 
work temporarily dampened ridership that month. 


Day type 
Weekday ridership increased 1.2 percent in March, while weekend ridership increased 1.1 percent.
